Following a robbery of the First 
National Bank of Leavenworth to­ 
day, Wyandotte County deputy sher­ 
iffs and city police shot and killed 
one man, wounded two others and 
captured 
three 
of 
their 
compan­ 
ions, all believed by authorities to 
have 
participants in the hold­ 
up. 
The gunfight was at the edge of 
Kansas City, Kas-, where the offi­ 
cers encountered seven men in two 
automobiles which were halted by 
a barricade across the highway. 
The man slain was found in the 
bullet riddled automobile 'which was 
abandoned lo a rented garage a few 
blocks from the scene of the fight. 
He 
was 
identified 
by 
police 
as 
Louis Shorter, 40, a former con- 
vh-t of Macon, Mo. 
A woman with whom ho was said 
by officers to have lived is being 
sought as a possible recipient of 
the $5,000 or $6,000 lak^n in the 
bank robbery. 
Police said they had received in­ 
formation more than three months 
ago that a band of men intended to 
rob the Leavenworth bank “about 
Aprir* and get rid of the loot before 
re-entering Kansas City, Kas. 
Two of the men, Joe Porello, 39 , 
and Sam Marrow, 24, leaped from 
their car and surrendered without 
a fight. A moment later the big se­ 
dan used in the robbery appeared 
and Shorter fired five bursts at the 
officers. 
He was struck twelve times by 
their return fire. The car was turn­ 
ed about and driven away. 
The two wounded men .Charles 
Muller, shot in the head and Joe 
Cruso, wounded in the hand, were 
rounded up by police several blocks 
away. 
Kansas City police record;; show 
that Shorter was known also as 
William Shorter and was released 
from the state penitentiary in 19 14 
after serving fourteen months of 
two years for grand larceny. 
He 
served his sentence under the name 
of William Shorter. 
He also was a fugitive from a 
burglary charge at Hannibal, Mo., 
where he forfeited bond.

Funeral Serv ices To Be message proposed both readjustment 
of the 
principal of the farmers 
debts and a reduction of interest 
rates. 
He also proposed “a temporary 
readjustment of amortization, to give 
sufficient time to farmers to re­ 
store to them the hope of ultimate 
free ownership of their ow*n land.” 
The president said he would soon 
propose an extension of this pro­ 
gram to the debt burdened cwners 
of small homes. 
He also disclosed he would ask 
congress soon for legislation per­ 
mitting the initiation of reciprocal 
tariff agreements. 
“The legislation I suggest,'* said

HIGH SPOTS UPON 
FARM DEBTS BILL 


W’ASHINGTON, April 3.—(.P) 
—Main provisions of the Roose­ 
velt

Federal land banks authorized 
to issue up to $2,000,000,000 in 
4 per cent bonds, interest guar­ 
anteed by government. 
Same banks could purchase 
first mortgages on farm land or 
exchange bonds for them. 
Treasury authorized to sub­ 
scribe $50,000,000 to the paid-in 
surplus of the banks. 
Interest 
rate 
on 
loans 
on 
mortgages shall not exceed 
per cent. 
A total of $15,000,000 would 
be available from treasury to 
compensate banks for interest 
reduction. 
Limit 
on 
mortgage 
loans 
would be raised from $25,000 
to $50,000. 
Direct loans from land banks 
at % of 1 per cent interest in 
excess of the interest charged 
to borrowers through national 
farm loan associations permit­ 
ted where lands are located in 
regions 
larking 
such 
associa­ 
tions. 
Voluntary liquidation of joint 
stock land banks provided. 
A total of $100,000,000 of R. 
F. C. funds made available for 
loans to joint stock land banks 
at 4 per cent. 
One condition 
is that these banks agree to re­ 
duce to 5 per cent the interest 
carried in its mortgages pledged 
as collateral, and they must re­ 
frain from foreclosures for two 
years. 
A total of $200.000,000 of R.

A 25 per cent discount for taxes 
paid in advance of delinquency is 
provided In a third bill. 
All three measures were introduc­ 
ed at the request of the St. Louis 
real estate exchange.

House concurrence in senate amend­ 
ments would be necessary.

thijusand less persons w’ere killed in auto 
accidents than in 1 9 3 1 , 1 ,0 0 0 
less in home 
accidents, and 2, 000 less in other types 
of accidents. 
This is good news and is something to 
be proud of. But it is only a beginning, 
l. ast 
year 
we 
killed 
88, 000 
persons 
through accidents and the percentage of 
accidents that were honestly unavoidable 
would be close to non existent. Great­ 
est progress was made in the field ot 
automobile accident reduction, where a 
13 per cent decline occurred. Much of 
this, however, is offset by the fact that 
there was a 6 per cent drop in automo­

STATES GROW SLOWLY

radically changing the character of the 
government, within fifteen years. 
The empire set up by Napoleon under 
his own rule lasted ten years before its 
first overthrow’, and was revised in the 
following year by his return from Elba to 
meet his final catastrophe at Waterloo. 
That is to say, there were twenty-six 
years of civil and foreign w*ars and con­ 
tinual turmoil and, when at last all physi­ 
cal and political obstacles to the restora­ 
tion of the Bourbons had been removed, 
they demonstrated that, after all, they 
simply could not rule. In fifteen years 
another revolution displaced them. 
In another eighteen years another re­ 
volution set up the Second Republic large­ 
ly 
through the use of Socialist popaganda 
by a Bonapartist heir, and in three years 
the 
deceptive 
mask 
was 
dropped and 
Louis Napoleon established another em­ 
pire. This one lasted twenty years. The 
Third Republic at last came into exis­ 
tence on the wreck of Napoleon’s mon­ 
archy and of the incendiary uprising of 
the Communists. 
The point in reviewing this history is 
to remind readers that no less than eighty 
three years of repeated revolutions and 
foreign Avars w’ere required to build up 
France to the degree of stability as a re­ 
public wnth which the w’orld of today is 
familiar. 
Considering 
the 
perils 
which 
marked the early years of the Third Re­ 
public, it w'ould be not too much to say 
that the time required to produce it w^as 
a full century. This, moreover, is not im­ 
plying that the French nation has reach­ 
ed as yet any ideal stage of development. 
It merely is an attempt to impress the 
idea that development of the institutions 
and habits of popular government is a 
matter of slow growth. 
The experience of France becomes a 
guide for estimating the meaning of the 
transformation 
which 
has 
occured 
in 
Germany. It is not necessary to regard 
such radical changes in government too 
seriously. The republic has been too well 
started to disappear, whatever may be 
the nature of temporary reaction and dis­ 
turbances.

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NOBODY LOVES THREE-CENT 
POSTAGE

Postmaster General Farley is investi­ 
gating the effect of a 3-cent postage rate 
on revenues. He has found a ‘'public an­ 
tipathy” tow’ard increase of letter post­ 
age, which w^ent into effect last year. 
The 
"antipathy” 
is 
mainly 
responsible 
for a loss of approximately 100 million 
dollars in postal receipts. Fewer letters 
are mailed and many kinds of letters 
formerly sent under seal and with the 
2-cent 
rate, 
now 
are sent 
unsealed 
with a 1 1-2-cent rate. Delivery by car­ 
riers has been resorted to in many in­ 
stances in which the method is produc­ 
tive of savings. 
Representative 
Mead 
of New 
York, 
chairman of the house committee on post- 
offices and postroads, is emphatic in hia 
declaration that the 3-cent rate w’as a 
costly mistake. How much of the lost re­ 
venue could be recaptured by return of 
the old rate is problematical, but Mr. 
Mead believes that a big gain would re­ 
sult. The postmaster general has said that 
if he is convinced that more revenue 
w’ould accrue by restoring the 2-cent rate 
he will ask congress to act.
